__ It is probably not desirable that THe IpETELU should degenerate 
into a funny paper. Brother Bassford awarded it the laurel because 
it contained more “meat”.

Some such attempt has been made in 
this issue. Unfortunately the House wags are rather reticent, pre- 
ferring the oral rendition of their sparkling wit rather than the pres- 
ervation of it for Posterity.

Brother Jerome Davis continues to break into the limelight as 
the following extract from the New York Times of December 30, 
1925, indicates. 


“The failure of American colleges to educate students in the 
‘realities of life’ was blamed for their defective knowledge of in- 
dustrial facts by Professor Jerome Davis of the Yale Divinity 
School, who addressed the Intercollegiate Department of the League 
for Industrial Democracy at the home of Norman Thomas, 206 
East Eighteenth Street, last night. 

“‘Our schools give a totally false conception of things as they 
exist today,’ he said. ‘The teaching of social science is particu. 
larly defective. We should compel students to enter industry eu 
work side by side with labor while they are studying economics an 
sociology, and thus see that every student is provided a real oppor- 
tunity to know at first hand the problems and difficulties of labor. 


“History, the speaker said, is taught as a fairy tale and cole 
turn out machine-made minds. He advocated the corm e i 
sntemadonal committee to write the history of the Russian evolu 
tion and the World War.” 

An article by Brother Davis appeared in the December Gage 

Our other professor, Jerry Kerwin, writes of the tribulations 
of the academic life at the University of Chicago and discloses his 
treachery as follows: ents 

“This is my third year of teaching at Chicago. And it 1s a 
case of teaching with Beanmennces This quarter I have sayenty- 
five students in one class, fifty in another, and fifty more in classes 
down town in the extension department.
